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In  preparing  their  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Report,  your 
Board  of  Managers  meet  with  difficulty  arising  from  the  illness 
and  subsequent  death  of  Dr.  James  Knight,  which  prevented 
his  presenting  the  report  of  his  labors  during  the  year  just  closed. 
The  usual  systematic  record  of  patients  treated,  relieved,  dis- 
charged, or  remaining  in  the  care  of  the  Society,  is,  of  course,  ac- 
cessible, and  a  tabulated  statement  of  the  facts  appearing  from 
such  record  is  hereto  appended  ;  but  the  thoughtful  views,  the 
hopes  and  explanations,  which  Dr.  Knight  has  been  accustomed 
to  express  in  his  written  and  oral  reports  as  Surgeon-in-Chief  are 
missing.  From  the  record  already  mentioned  it  is  evident  that  dur- 
ing the  year  ending  September  30,1S87,  the  work  of  the  Society 
has  prospered,  and  that  the  faithful  services  of  its  surgeons  and 
hospital  staff  were  successful  in  the  highest  degree.  Though  fail- 
ing in  health,  the  zeal  of  your  late  Surgeon-in-Chief  never  flagged, 
and  throughout  the  last  year  the  careful,  conservative  methods  so 
long  pursued  by  the  Society  were  persistently  adhered  to.  Per- 
sonal visits  to  the  Hospital  are  necessary  to  a  knowledge  of  the 
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cheerfulness  and  grateful  appreciation  of  its  patients,  old  and 
young.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer  sets  forth  the  manner  in 
which  the  income  of  the  Society  has  been  applied  to  its  chari- 
table purposes. 

The  Board  of  Managers  report  an  irreparable  loss  by  the 
death  of  Mr.  William  H.  Macy,  President  of  the  Society,  on 
May  19,  1887 ;  and  by  the  death  of  Dr.  James  Knight,  Sur- 
geon-in-Chief  of  this  Hospital,  on  October  24,  1887. 

Appended  to  this  Report  will  be  found  the  resolutions 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  which  faintly  express  their 
sense  of  the  great  loss  they  have  sustained  by  the  death  of  these 
estimable  gentlemen.

We  can  do  comparatively  little  in  the 
way  of  mechanical  appliances,  drugs,  or  medicine,  if  we  are  not  permitted  to 
give  our  patients  the  benefit  of  the  open  air.  It  must  be  remembered  that 
chronic  diseases  all  need  these  invigorating  influences  ;  and  while  the  list  here 
appended  is  a  grateful  acknowledgment  to  those  of  our  friends  who  have  been 
so  faithful,  we  sincerely  hope  that  in  the  years  to  come  the  number  of  names 
will  fill  not  only  a  portion  of  a  page,  but  many  pages.

JAMES  KNIGHT,  M.D. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Managers  of  the  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled,  held  October  27,  1887, 
in  the  City  of  New  York,  to  take  action  respecting  the  death  of 
the  late  James  Knight,  M.D.,  a  committee  appointed  to  express 
the  sense  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  in  view  of  the  great  loss 
they  have  sustained,  submitted  the  following  minute,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

The  death  of  Dr.  James  Knight,  the  originator  of  this  Hos- 
pital, and  its  Surgeon-in-Chief  since  its  organization,  in  1863,  is 
an  event  requiring  more  than  ordinary  expression  of  regret  and 
sympathy  : 

Throughout  a  successful,  extended,  and  honorable  career,  Dr. 
Knight  was  in  the  highest  sense  the  friend  of  the  needy  and  the 
afflicted.  He  had  always  earnestly  endeavored,  by  the  use  of  his 
own  means,  to  increase  the  comfort  of  their  homes  and  to  ele  >  ate 
the  standard  of  their  lives. 

As  a  visitor  of  the  Association  for  the  Improvement  of  the  Con- 
dition of  the  Poor,  he  became  greatly  impressed  with  the  fearful 
prevalence  among  them  of  those  forms  of  suffering  for  the  cuie 
or  alleviation  of  which  this  Hospital  was  designed.  No  institution 
then  existing  for  such  special  treatment,  Dr.  Knight  brought  all 
his  energy  to  the  task  of  creating  one.  The  magnetism  of  his  ear- 
nestness and  conviction  gathered  around  him  the  foremost  philan- 
thropists of  the  day,  and  on  May  1,  1863,  he  commenced  in  his 
own  home  the  work  of  this  Hospital.  Only  the  older  members 
of  this  Board  remember  that  home-hospital,  and  the  devoted 
co-operation  of  Dr.  Knight's  wife  and  daughter,  laboring  with 
him  to  inculcate  those  principles  of  love,  order,  and  economy 
which  to  the  last  distinguished  his  management, 

His  aim  in  the  work  of  this  institution  has  been  to  treat  the 


poor  and  afflicted  in  such  manner  as  to  accomplish  the  greatest 
good  with  the  least  possible  pain,  and  the  action  of  this  Hospital, 
under  his  guidance,  has  been  not  less  one  of  professional  treat- 
ment than  of  constant  Christian  benevolence. 

As  the  founders  and  the  earlier  Managers  passed  away,  those 
who  came  after  them  possessed,  in  the  devotion  of  Dr.  Knight, 
the  same  stimulus  that  awakened  and  directed  the  efforts  of  their 
predecessors.1, 

vVe  recall  with  gratitude  his  presence  among,' and  his  affec- 
tion for,  the  little  children  confined  to  his  care  and  skill,  and  his 
exertions  for  their  moral  as  well  as  their  physical  welfare.  We 
hope  and  trust  that  the  example  of  his  beautiful  and  Christian 
life  may  inspire  everyone  connected  with  the  Hospital  in  any 
capacity,  and  that,  with  God's  blessing,  the  institution  may  go 
ever  forward  with  the  work  committed  to  it. 

We  assure  his  bereaved  family  of  our  deepest  sympathy  in 
their  separation  from  one  so  kind,  useful,  and  endearing  in  all 
the  relations  of  life ;  so  affectionate  a  parent,  so  faithful  a  friend, 
so  constant  and  cheerful  in  well-doing  ;  and  do  hereby  resolve 
that  a  copy  of  this  record  be  transmitted  to  the  family  of  Dr. 
Knight,  be  inscribed  at  length  upon  the  book  of  minutes,  and 
be  published  in  the  daily  papers.

CERTIFICATE  OF  INTENTION  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  NEW  YORK 
SOCIETY  FOR  THE  RELIEF  OF  THE  RUPTURED  AND  CRIPPLED. 


The  undersigned,  being  each  and  every  one  of  them  of  full  age,  and  citizens 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  desiring  to  associate  themselves  for  the  benevolent 
and  charitable  objects  hereinafter  expressed,  that  they  may  become  a  body  cor- 
porate and  politic,  and  be  enabled  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  Society  in  the 
City  and  County  of  New  York,  according  to  the  provisions  of  an  "Act  for  In- 
corporation of  Benevolent,  Charitable,  Scientific,  and  Missionary  Societies," 
passed  April  12,  1848,  and  of  the  Acts  supplementary  to  arid  amendatory  of  the 
same,  do  for  these  purposes  hereby  certify: 

I.  That  the  name  and  title  by  which  such  institution  shall  be  known  in  law 
is,  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled. 

II.  That  the  particular  business  and  object  of  such  a  Society  shall  be  to 
supply  skilfully  constructed  surgico-mechanical  appliances  and  the  treatment 
of  in-  and  out-door  patients  requiring  trusses  and  spring  supports ;  also  band- 
ages, laced  stockings,  and  other  suitable  apparatus  for  the  relief  and  cure  of 
cripples,  both  adults  and  children,  and,  so  far  as  possible,  to  make  these  bene- 
fits available  to  the  poorest  in  the  community. 

III.  That  the  Board  of  Managers  to  manage  the  same  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  five  Vice-Presidents,  one  Treasurer,  one  Corresponding  Secretary, 
one  Recording  Secretary,  and  twelve  members  to  be  chosen  annually. 

IV.  That  the  following-named  persons  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers for  the  first  year,  viz.:  Robert  B.  Minturn,  John  C.  Green,  Stew- 
art Brown,  A.  R.  Wetmore,  William  A.  Booth,  Robert  M.  Hartley, 
Joseph  B.  Collins,  James  W.  Beekman,  George  Griswold,  John  David 
Wolfe,  ENOcn  L.  Fancher,  James  Knight,  Jonathan  Sturges,  John  W. 
Quincy,  Thomas  Denny,  Luther  R.  Marsh,  Charles  N.  Talbot,  J.  F. 
Sheafe,  Henry  S.  Terbell,  Nathan  Bishop. 

V.  That  the  amount  of  the  real  and  personal  estate  to  be  held  by  the  Soci- 
ety shall  be  determined  by  the  demands  made  upon  it,  within  the  limitations 
of  the  law.

CHAPTER  638— AN  ACT 

Authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Belief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  to 
hold  Real  and  Personal  Estate.    Passed  April  23,  1867. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  the  Senate  and  As- 
sembly, do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 
Crippled  are  hereby  authorized  to  take,  by  purchase,  devise,  or  otherwise,  and 
to  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of  this  incorporation,  and  for  no 
other  purpose,  real  property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  personal  property  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  value, 
provided  that  any  such  devise  shall  be  subject  to  the  existing  laws  in  relation 
to  wills. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CHAPTER  528— AN  ACT 

To  amend  section  one  of  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  laics  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy -seven,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of  chapter  six  hundred 
and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  entitled 
4  An  Act  authorizing  the  New  York  Society  J "or  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured 
and  Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal  Estate^  "  Passed  June  2,  1886; 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate'and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows  ' 
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Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-seven,  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of  chapter  six 
hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-sqyen, 
entitled  1  An  Act  authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the 
Ruptured  and  Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal  Estate,'  "  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows  : 

§  1.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled 
is  hereby  authorized  to  take,  by  purchase,  gift,  bequest,  devise,  or  otherwise, 
and  to  hold,  transfer,  and  convey  for  the  purpose  of  this  corporation,  and 
for  no  other  purpose,  real  property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of 
one  million  dollars  in  value,  and  personal  property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
one  million  dollars  in  value,  provided  that  such  bequest  and  devise  shall  be 
subject  to  the  existing  laws  in  relation  to  wills  ;  and  provided  further  that  no 
salary,  fees,  or  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  or  received  by  any  Trustee  or 
Officer  of  said  Society  out  of  any  funds  or  propsrty  of  the  Society. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CONSTITUTION  AND 

BY-LAWS. 


As  Revised  February  18,  1864  ;  Amended  June  9,  1868,  October  9, 
1869,  and  April  25,  1876. 

Objects  of  tiie  Society. 

TriE  objects  of  the  Society  are  to  apply  skilfully  constructed  surgico-me- 
chanical  appliances,  for  the  treatment  of  in-  and  out-door  patients,  and  tho.-e 
requiring  trusses,  spring  supports,  bandages,  laced  stockings,  and  apparatus 
for  the  cure  of  cripples,  both  adults  and  children,  on  such  conditions  as  will 
make  their  benefits  available,  so  far  as  is  possible,  to  the  poorest  in  the  city 
free  of  charge. 
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Contributors  to  the  Support  of  the  Institution. 

Each  annual  contributor  of  five  dollars  and  upward  shall  be  entitled  to 
recommend  out-door  patients. 

Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  and  upward,  at  one  time,  shall  have  for 
life  the  privileges  of  an  annual  contributor. 

Each  contributor  of  five  hundred  dollars  and  upward,  at  one  time,  shall  be 
denominated  a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the 
foregoing  contributors. 

Free  Beds. 

1.  A  donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  shall  entitle  the  donor,  during  life, 
to  place  a  child  in  the  Hospital  for  treatment ;  and  when  such  child  is  removed 
to  place  another  in  its  stead. 

2.  A  donation  or  bequest  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  entitle  the  giver  (as 
soon  as  the  money  is  received)  to  the  above  rights  in  perpetuity  ;  the  rights  to 
be  transmitted  in  writing  or  by  will,  otherwise  to  cease. 

3.  The  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  entitles  the  contributor  to  the  treat- 
ment of  an  indigent  patient  in  the  Hospital  for  one  year,  or  of  such  a  patient 
for  every  hundred  dollars  paid  to  the  institution. 

Rules  Governing  Patients. 

1.  The  office  hours  for  the  treatment  of  non-resident  patients  shall  be  from 
1  to  4  o'clock  P  M. ,  daily,  Sundays  and  public  holidays  excepted,  and  from  7 
to  9  o'clock  p.m.  on  Wednesdays  of  every  week. 

2.  Non-resident  patients  neglecting  to  present  themselves  at  the  Hospital  for 
inspection,  as  directed  by  the  Surgeon-in-Chief  or  his  Assistant,  may  be  de- 
prived of  the  privilege  of  further  free  treatment  at  the  Hospital. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  received  as  a  resident  patient  whose  case  does  not 
require  the  particular  benefits  ol  this  Hospital ;  nor  shall  any  who  have  the 
small-pox  or  measles,  or  any  malignant  or  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  be 
received  into  any  ward  with  other  patients.  In  all  cases,  before  reception  of  a 
patient,  careful  examination  shall  be  made  to  determine  whether  the  symptoms 
are  capable  of  being  relieved  by  Hospital  treatment. 

4.  Persons  are  to  be  received  as  gratuitous  or  pay-patients,  upon  such  con- 
ditions and  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Executive  Committee,  who 
shall  determine  the  same,  as  far  as  may  be  expedient,  by  general  rules. 

5.  No  officer  or  servant  of  this  Institution  shall  accept  any  gift  from  a 
patient,  except  by  consent  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

G.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the 
Hospital,  or  shall  behave  rudely  or  indecently,  such  patient  may  be  imme- 
diately discharged  by  the  Surgeon-in-Chief,  who  shall  forthwith  report  such 
discharge,  and  the  cause  thereof,  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

7.  Resident  patients  seized  by  a  contagious,  infectious,  or  malignant  dis- 
ease, must,  upon  notice  given  to  the  family  or  friends  of  the  patient,  be  forth- 
with removed  by  them  from  the  Hospital,  within  the  time  specified  in  said 
notice  ;  and  upon  failure  on  their  part  to  remove  such  patient,  the  Surgeon-in- 
Chief  may  remove  such  patient  to  such  place  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

8.  No  resident  patient  shall  leave  the  Hospital  premises  without  the  per- 
mission of  the  Surgeon-in-Chief ;  nor  shall  a  resident  patient  be  removed  or 
discharged  therefrom  without  a  written  permit  or  discharge  from  the  Surgeon- 
in-Chief,  or  his  Assistant. 

9.  No  article  of  any  description  belonging  to  a  patient  shall  be  removed 
from  the  Hospital  without  permission  of  the  Warden  ;  and  all  articles  brought 
to  the  Hospital  for  the  use  of  patients,  as  donations,  or  otherwise,  must  be 
given  in  the  first  place  to  the  Warden  for  examination'and  record.

RULES. — The  Hospital  will  be  open  every  week-day  for  the  treat- 
ment of  out-door  patients  from  1  to  4  P.M.,  and  every  Wednesday 
evening  from  7  to  9  o'clock.  Applications  for  in-door  patients  will  be 
received  every  day  (Sundays  excepted)  from  1  to  4  P.M.  Day  for  parents 
and  friends  to  visit  in-door  patients,  Saturday  from  2  to  4  P.M.,  and  on 
all  legal  holidays  at  same  hours.  Other  days,  visitors  to  the  Hospital 
admitted  between  10  A.M.  and  12  M. 

The  Society  will  furnish  medical  treatment  and  bandages  for  every 
curable  variety  of  deformity,  viz. :  spinal  diseases  tending  to  hump-back, 
etc.  ;  club-feet,  deformed  limbs,  and  loss  of  power  to  use  them.  Also, 
trusses  for  adults  and  infants,  supporters  for  women,  laced  stockings  for 
enlarged  veins  and  ulcerated  limbs,  and  every  variety  of  bandages  for  this 
class  of  si#fferers.  Curable  children,  aged  from  4  to  14,  will  be  received 
into  the  hospital  for  treatment. 

CONDITIONS. — 1.  To  the  poor,  unable  to  pay,  gratis;  to  others 
at  a  moderate  charge.  This  latter  includes  that  class  of  patients  who  pay 
a  family  physician,  and  of  all  such  patients  a  consultation  fee  will  be 
required. 

2.  Those  living  without  the  limits  of  New  York  City  or  its  immediate 
suburbs,  will  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  for  examination,  and  also  for  treat- 
ment if  such  is  desired. 

3.  The  hours  for  examination  are  from  1  to  4  P.M.,  and  it  is 
urgently  requested  that  physicians  and  patrons  who  recommend  patients 
will  send  them  between  these  hours. 

NOTE. — The  Society  is  entirely  dependent  for  support  on  its 
receipts  for  services,  and  the  contributions  of  the  benevolent.

FORM  OF  BEQUEST. 

I  bequeath  to  my  executors  the  sum  of  Dollars, 

IN  TRUST,  to  pay  over  the  same  in  after  my 

decease,  to  the  person  who,  when  the  same  is  payable,  shall  act  as  Treas- 
urer of  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured 
and  Crippled,  organized  and  incorporated  in  the  City  of  New  York,  in 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  to  be  applied  to  the  benevolent 
uses  and  purposes  of  said  Society,  and  under  its  direction. 
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
